Brigadier 
General 
Wotherspoon, 
president of the Army War College, 
who bas just returned 
from Panama, 
has been selected to command all of 
the troops in the joint encampment of 
the Regular Army and the m ilitia at 
G ettysburg in July. 
It was at first 
l»ellaved 
that 
Major General Bliss 
would be in command. 
General Wotherspoon is selected to 
command the Gettysburg maneuvers 
because of the absence of a permanent 
commander of the Department of the 
East. 
General Howe is temporarily I 
in command in the alisence of General 
Fred Grant, who is to succeed General 
Leonard Wood, in command 
at New 
York. 
General Wood. who will sail 
in a few days to represent the United 
States Government at the ow ning of 
the Argentine centennial celebration 
May 24, has been formally relieved of 
command at New York. 
According to the general order, the 
concentration of regular 
troops and 
their dispersion at the conclusion of 
the camp work will tie so arranged as 
to require practical marches. For dis 
mounted troops these will lie 20O miles 
one way or IOO miles each 
way; 
for 
mounted troops. 250 miles one 
way 
or 150 miles each way. Troops within 
these distances of the ai nip will make 
a circuitous route so as to make up the 
necessary 
marching 
distance. 
The 
troops at Fort Myer will not only 
march all the way to Gettysburg, 
but 
will have to more than 
double the 
distance in a roundabout way. 
The 
question^* to whether the Pennsylvania 
and other 8tate troops will march is 
left to the discretion of the State ad 
jutunt generals. 
General Tasker 
H. 
Bliss, acting 
chief of staff in the alienee of General 
Bell, drew up the order. 
This in ­ 
dicates that the maneuvers this year 
are to be conducted on strict military 
lines, as in time of actual field service 
and 
are to be conducted 
with 
the 
“ minimum of formal ceremonies aud 
a total absence of merely spectacular 
exhibitions. ’’ 
NATIONAL GUARD 
MATTERS 
Local people are anxiously awaiting 
some announcement from Harrishuig 
regarding 
the division encampment 
of the National Guard of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
It was exfiected that the ofti 
cia! order for this encampment would 
be made tiefore this time but all bus 
been quiet in state m ilitia matters. 
A dispatch from Mount Gretna stat 
ed that it waft possible that 
the four 
brigades of the National Guard would 
camp separately with the maneuver 
camp, each brigade corning for one 
week 
This would do away with the 
division encampment. 
There are a number of objections 
offered to this plan 
by officials high 
in the Guard and the 
Regular Army 
officers 
realize 
the 
disadvantages, 
though they say that such 
a course 
would give opportunity for unusually 
fine maneuver work, affording a large 
number of troops w ith which to work. 
One of the chief objections to the 
plan is that it would kill the ambition 
of General Wemlall P. 
Bowman to 
command a division encampment. Re 
gular Army officers have no desire to 
do this. 
Everything at present is mere specu­ 
lation and nothing at all definite can 
be learned from any source. 


A SHORT RAILROAD

Abbottstown to East Berlin, and this 
road is tieing run with much the same 
convenience as a trolley.

“A man holding papers belonging to 
the state Is no better than a thief,” 
said the court, hotly.

An advertisem ent was inserted in 
a local new spaper saying a certain 
woman had found papers connected 
with the case. 
I went to her house 
and found that they were these notes 
T hen It contained 
proof of my 
client’s innocence. 
With them in my 
possession I could prove his innocence. 
By refusing to take them I thought I 
might make a move that would cost 
the life of an Innocent man. 
“I took the papers, but told the wo­ 
man to tell every one who asked that 
I took the papers to my office 
Mr. Jost. an assistant prosecutor, 
am e to me before court opened and 
asked me lf I had the papers. 
I re­ 
fused to answ er.” 


Intimate Perjury Prosecution. 


‘This Is the most serious question 
of ethics with which I have ever had 
to deal." said Judge Latshaw “I have 
no doubt, Mr. Walsh, that lf it had 
placed your own life In Jeopardy to 
return these notes you would not have 
hesitated a minute.”

Trenton, April 21.—Speaker Harry 
P. W ard, of the house of assembly, 
answered the letter of Governor Fort 
in reference to the alleged orgies al 
the closing of the legislature, saying 
that inasmuch as a voluntary legisla 
tive comm ittee investigation would in 
no wise be effective, should the alleged 
culprits be commanded to appear, he 
saw no way out of the m atter but for 
the governor to call a special session 
of the legislature so that an investiga­ 
tion would have the force ot law.

A 
warrant issued in Pittsburg charges 
him with bribery sad conspiracy in 
connection with Pittsburg graft, and 
the alleged bribing of Plttaburg coun­ 
cilmen with $62,500 iu the Hotel Im 
peris!, In this city. 


Sacurea Habeas W rit. 


John D. Lindsay, his counsel, almost 
immediately after the arrest, served 
Detective Hood with a writ of habeas 
corpus, ordering him to produce Hoff 
stot before Judge Holt, in the United 
States circuit court. 
Hoffstot’* counsel announced a few 
days ago that he would fight extradi­ 
tion.

man being shall he made in any pub 
lie or private burial grounds unless 
the distance to the top of the box con 
talning the coffin or casket shall be 
not less than four feet from the net 
ural surface of the ground.” 
Warner consulted the cemetery rec­ 
ords and found that there were not 
sufficient graves for the bodies enu­ 
merated. and this led to the revelation 
that almost a dozen in some instances 
were being deposited in the one open­ 
ing. the caskets piled one upon the 
other. 
To Warner the sexton of the ceme­ 
tery is said to have admitted that in 
one big grave 
there are forty three 
bodies, while he Is positive that the 
one receiving grave has received more 
than IOO dead babies, which were later 
transferred to the more crowded re 
ceptade. The investigation, according 
to the authorities, also uncovered 710 
pounds of human hones brought from 
another cemetery In West Philadel 
phla, and which were to be interred 
in the Merlon cemetery. The depart 
meat of health will continue its inves 
ti gat ions.

Pittsburg, Pa., April 21.— In a battle 
between strikers and township con­ 
stables 
at 
McKees Rocks at least 
seven persons were Injured, three of 
whom will likely die. 
The dylnf sr#: Constables James 
M. Daniels, who Is shot through the 
abdomen and chest; Joe Biernot, a 
Hungarian striker, shot several time# 
by the constables, and sn unknown 
striker, who refuse# to give his name. 
This trio is at the Ohio Valley hoe 
pita), the last named two being under 
arrest. 
In addition to this. one of the 
attacking strikers was hit by a train 
as he was escaping from the pursuing 
mob and knocked over the bank. He 
is thought to have fallen into tha riv­ 
er, but no trace of him could be found 
in the darkness. 
A farmer named 
Hannan was shot through the hand, 
and two unknown foreigners were car 
ried away by their friends, apparently 
badly injured. 
The battle occurred In the now no­ 
torious Bloody Angle, where sci much 
rioting and bloodshed occurred In the 
last strike. 
There had been a mass 
meeting held by Industrial Workers 
of the World on a nearby 
Indian 
mound, and shout 250 of tbs foreign 
speaking workmen on their way hack 
stopped at Bloody Angle to talk mat­ 
ter* over. One leader was haranguing 
his fellow workmen in an unknown 
tongue, and they were getting wildly 
excited, when Chief of Police Edwin 
Silvers, of Sloe township, with Con 
stable James M. Daniels, came up to 
the crowd nnd ordered it to disperse. 
The speaker shouted something ss he 
Jumped from the perch on which he 
had been standing, and there was a 
spit of flame from the crowd, an I 
Constable Daniels fell to the ground. 
shot through the bodv 
Three bullets 
passed through the clothing of Chief 
Silvers, but none hurt him. The mob 
after its Brat fire of perhaps a doxen 
shots made a rush for the prostrate 
constable, but Chief Silvers, standing 
over 
Daniels, began to shoot fast. 
Daniels rose on one arm and lent hla 
fire. while four other constables, who 
had been In the next square, came run 
nln gup. shooting as they came. 
The foreigners, under the leadership 
of some strange men, gathered rocks 
when their ammunition became ex­ 
hausted and hurled them at the con 
stables, who were backed In against 
a fence and had to fight their way out. 
Finally assistance came and the riot­ 
ers were routed.
